A former Illinois Department 
of Public Aid employee, accused 
of accepting money to secure 
state benefits for an elderly resi- 
dent, was indicted Thursday by 
a Madison County grand jury on 
four counts of bribery 

The indictment of Frank Dar- 
ron Dailey, 45, of Troy comes 
nearly five’ months after he was 
originally charged with official 
misconduct and theft of over 


THe charges stem from an 
investigation by Edwardsville 
and Illinois State Police that 
began after Dailey and a former 


employee at the University Man- 
or Nursing Home in Edwards- 
ville allegedly asked for and 
received $2,000 from an 
Edwardsville couple June 13 to 
authorize benefits for a relative 
who was staying at the nursing 
home. 

The couple had sought finan- 
cial assistance at th Granite 
City public aid office, where 
Dailey worked as a caseworker 
before resigning July 17. 

Dailey allegedly told the 
Edwardsville couple that their 
statement of assets would pre- 
vent them from qualifying for 


benefits but that one-time 

2,000 payment, directly to the 
nursing home employee in cash, 
would reduce their assets enough 
for them to qualify. 

‘The couple subsequently made 
the payment, with Dailey and 
the nursing’ home employee 
allegedly splitting the money.

Unemployment 
at 5-year high

Unemployment in Granite City reached a five- 
year high in October, according to the Illinois 
Department of Employment Security. 

The preliminary rate of 15.4 percent for the 
month was the highest since the rate hit 15.8 per- 
cent in February 1986. 

The Granite City rate, which has flirted with 
double digits all year, has been above 10 percent 
since June and was 13.3 percent in September. The 
rate for October 1990 was 8.9 percent. 

Velda Gerstenecker, an economic information 
and analysis specialist with the department's 
Belleville office, stressed that*the Granite City 
rate reflects the number of people living in Gran- 
ite City who are without jobs and not the number 
of jobs located in Granite City. 

“Any time there are layofhs in the metropolitan 
St. Louis area, I’m sure Granite City takes a cou- 
ple of hits,” Gerstenecker said. . 

“The large layoffs at McDonnell Douglas and 
Chrysler undoubtedly included some people from 
Granite City.” 

In recent years, East St. Louis has consistently 
had the highest unemployment rate in the Metro 
East area, but in September the unemployment

City officials 
battle over 
leaf hauling

Even though it’s illegal to burn them, leaves 
are still a hot item in Granite City 

Last week, city officials started fighting over 
who should haul away the more than 6,000 gar- 
bage bags full of leaves collected from residents 
in the city’s leaf collection program. 

Under the leaf collection program, residents 
may take their leaves to the Sanitation Depart- 
ment two days a week. There, the leaves are 
collected in a dumpster for hauling to a commer; 
cial compost pile. 

According to Mayor Von Dee Cruse, the city 

had planned to have the leaves hauled’ by work- 
ers from the: Sewage Treatment Plant. But, 
Cruse said Friday, workers from the Street 
Department-had threatened to file a grievance if 
the Sewage Treatment Plant workers did the 
work. 
While the street workers claim it is their job to 
haul the leaves, Street Superintendent Clayton 
“Jug’’ Harrison won't them to do so 
without some sort of official City Council authori- 
zation. 

“Since it will involve manpower and time, and 
thus an expenditure of money, it seems like it 
would require a vote of the City Council. Even I, 
as an elected officiai, would need the proper 
authorization,” Harrison said, emphasizing that 
no money was appropriated for the leaf collection 
program in the city’s budget. 

Cruse has called for a special meeting Monday 
of the Granite’ City Council to discuss the role of 
the superintendent of streets and his responsibili- 
ties. Cruse said the special meeting, scheduled 
for 5:30 p.m., was made necessary by a letter 
that Harrison sent to City Attorney Mark Golden 
berg on Thursday. 

The Harrison letter poses several questions 
regarding the city’s leaf drop-off program, 

“J hope (the problem) is solved before Monday 
night,”’ Cruse said Friday. ‘But right now I don’t 
know what’s going to happen.” 

Reached Friday, Harrison said he was never 
consulted about the leaf collection program,.and 
it was his understanding that the program was 
being implemented by the Sanitation Depart- 
ment. 

At Tuesday’s City Council meeting, Alderman 
Paul Fisk said Sewage Treatment Plant-workers. 
had reportedly volunteered to haul the leaves

Granite City Police rate high 
for efficient use of overtime

Granite City Police Chief Don Knight runs one 


of the tightest ships in the metropolitan area.——_ pe 


Of seven police departments whi¢h made fig- 
ures available to the Press-Record/Journal, 
Granite City expended far less in overtime pay 
per officer than any other area department, -yet 
still netted more arrests than five of the other six 
departments. 

Collinsville city manager Leonard Matarese 
recently issued a directive reducing overtime 
spending by that city’s police department which 
averaged more than twice as much overtime 
spent per officer as any other department in the 
survey. 

Knight attributed the efficiency of the Granite 
City department to the dedication of his officers. 


“The men just don’t abuse sick leave,” Knight as 


said. 

Mayor Von Dee Cruse agreed. 

“We have very dedicated police officers,” 
Cruse said. ‘“We have guys who have gone seven 
or eight years without missing a day (of work). 
They are dedicated to their job and to the city.” 

The city saves about $62,118 annually from 
Knight's al management and the cooperation 
of the officers, according to 1990 figures provided 
by. police ents in Granite City, Collins- 
ville, Belleville, Edwardsville, Webster Groves, 
Kirkwood and Brentwood. 

With a combined total of 243 officers, the other 


six departments paid out a total of $421,253 in 
overtime in 1990 — an average of $1,734 per offi- 
cer. 

Granite City, on the other hand, averaged $516 
per officer in 1990 overtime pay, $1,218 less than 
the average for the other departments. 

Thus, when one considers that Granite City had 
51 officers last year; the city netted savings of 
$62,118. 

The savings don’t appear to have hampered 
performance. Granite City police made 1,779 part 
one criminal arrests over the one-year period, 
while Collinsville, Edwardsville, Webster Groves, 
Kirkwood and Brentwood all made fewer arrests. 
Only Belleville police made more arrests, but at 
an overtime cost of more than four times that in 
Granite City. 

, Knight said, he ‘‘still 
enough manpower to 
Granite City.”’ 

With the recent addition of Craig Knight, the 
department now has 50 officers, Knight said. 

“T realize what it costs to hire a new officer, 
and sometimes it’s cheaper to pay time-and-a- 
half than to add a new man. But I feel our needs 
see hiring two or three more officers,’’ Knight

Cruse responded, *“There isn’t a (city) depart- 
ment that couldn’t use two or three more le. 
We wish we could afford it, but under cir-

could boost area’s economy

State officials and an area 
planning agency say the Nichols 
Restricted Landing Area could 
be a major economic benefit for 
the Quad City area. 

Representatives from the East- 
West Gateway Coordinating 
Council and from the Illinois 
Department of Transportation 
met with area officials Tuesday, 
recommending another attempt 
be made to establish a Lakeside 
Airport Authority and make the 
private airfield a public entity 

The EWGCC suggested that 
Collinsville, Granite City, Madi- 
son, Veni and Pontoon Beach 
coordinate efforts to help make 
the airport authority’ a reality. 

The presentation was generally 
well received by the local offi- 
cials in attendance, including 
representatives from the cities 
of Granite City, Madison and 
Collinsville and officials from 
the Madison County Board. 

“People ask if we can afford 
something like this,’’ Granite 
City Mayor Von Dee Cruse said. 
“But [ tell them we can’t afford 
not to afford it. 

“Scott (Air Force Base near 
Belleville) started out small, and 
look at the economic benefits the 
area is getting from joint-use 
there,"’ Cruse said. 

Cruse called for local officials 
to “forget political boundaries” 
and get behind the regional pro- 
ject. 

A Nov. 6, 1990, referendum to 
establish a Lakeside Airport 
Authority was narrowly defeat- 
ed, 8,156 to 7,391, by voters in 
Granite City, Collinsville, Pon- 
toon Beach and Nameoki Town- 
ship. 

An airport authority would 
have the power by state statute 
to levy a property tax at a maxi- 
mum rate of 7.5 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 

The economic benefits to the 
region could be substantial, 
according to Dennis Wilmsmey- 
er, aviation planner for the 
EWGCC. 

He said a comprehensive eco- 
nomic study that surveyed 11 

blic-use airports, 10 restricted 
landing areas, 101 aviation-relat- 
ed businesses and approximately 
950 pilots in the St. Louis metro- 
politan area revealed that gener- 
al aviation has an economic 
impact of $458 million annually 
on the region. 

General aviation includes all 
fiéri-commercial and non-military 
flights. 

‘The privately-owned and -used 
airports contributed very. lit- 
tle —about $321,000 — while the 
public-use airports contributed 
the remaining $457.7 million, or 
about $41.6 million per airport, 
the survey revealed. 

Wilmsmeyer said a trend 
toward more business use of 
general aviation aircraft makes 
the economic outlook favorable 
for public-use airports, especial- 
ly those in close proximity to 
business parks. 

He cited 6,045 registered pilots 
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and 1,742 registered general avi- 
ation aircraft in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area as evidence 
that a public-use airport would 
be used. 

More than 584,000 take-offs and 
landings took place at the St. 
Louis area’s general aviation 
public-use airports in 1989. 

That figure is 145,000 more 
than at Lambert-St. Louis Inter- 
national Airport in the same 
period, according to figures pro- 
vided by EWGCC. 

“With support of the cities, 
Lakeside Airport is the economic 
tool that will bring growth and 
development to the communi- 
ties,’ the EWGCC report states 

“With its close proximity to St. 
Louis, its clear approaches and 
its excellent network of road- 
ways, visitors would use Lake- 
side as an entrance point to St. 
Louis’ many attractions. 

“The airport would: support 
and complement Collinsville's 
motels and convention center, 
the ‘area’s-- restaurants and 
stores, local Illinois attractions 
including Horseshoe Lake State 
Park and Cahokia Mounds, and 
entertainment and recreation 
facilities such as nearby golf 






courses and Fairmount Race 
Track.” 
The major stumbling block in 


past efforts to make the airport 
public has been the inability to 
establish a local sponsor. 

There are five ways to 
approach public acquisition, Jim 
Bidilli, engineer of plans and 
programs for IDOT’s division of 
aeronaut , said. He said the 
local sponsor could be a park 
district, a port district, a city 
(or cities), a county, or an 
autonomous airport authority. 

Bidilli and others present 
strongly recommended the latter 
approach. 

hey said a body whose sole 
job is to supervise and direct the 











“construction and management of 


the airport would make the pro- 
ject a high priority 

Bidilli said the state is empha- 
sizing growth in northeastern 
and southwestern Illinois, and 
the state and the federal govern- 
ment are willing to invest in the 
development of public airports 


because they “‘are a big drawing 
card for new industry, and for 
retaining existing industry. 

“Privately owned airports are 
just having a hard time succeed- 
ing,”’ Bidilli said. 

He said there are’ two pro- 
grams to help finance develop- 
ment of public airports. A coop- 
erative state and local program 
is available whereby the state 
and the local sponsor share costs 
equally, or the state may fund 
as much as 80 percent of the 
project 

The federal government could 
provide as much as 90 percent of 
the funding under a second, fed- 
eral/state/local program. The 
state and the local sponsor 
would then split the remaining 
costs. 

“The big kicker,”’ Bidilli said, 
“is the federal program ends in 
1992. The money will still be 
there, but (Congress) needs to 
establish a new mechanism to 
dole it out.’” 

The state program is also due 
to expire at the end of the year, 
Bidilli said: He said the state is 
currently looking for a new 
source of revenue to continue the 
program. 


The process by which the air- 
port could become publicly fund- 
ed would take two to three 
years, Mike Senalik, planning 
engineer for IDOT’s division of 
aeronautics, said. iz 

Madison Mayor John Bellcoff 
said each of the interested 
municipalities will appoint a rep- 
resentative to act as a liaison 
between a city and the partici- 
pating agencies.

Replacing SIU retirees could prove difficult. 


A proposed early retirement 
plan for university workers 
could send Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity’s employment offices 
spinning 

“These eople are not 
replaced easily, if they can be 
replaced at all,’’ said SIU inter- 
im Chancellor James Brown. 

“The qualifications for given 
positions aren’t uniform. It is 
possible it could cause some real 
difficulties.”’ 

Sen. Sam Vadalabene, D-Ed- 
wardsville, has proposed an ear- 
ly retirement plan for university 
employees that would allow any- 
one 50 or older to retire. 





About 600 of SIUE’s 2,100 
employees would be able to 
leave. Brown estimates that 30 
to 40 percent of eligible employ. 
ees might retire, which would 
mean 180 to 240 positions. 

Some of the retirees could be 
some of the more experienced 
staff and faculty members. 

“I would say in general there 
tends to be a fair amount of 
experienced people in that age 
bracket,” said SIUE President 
Earl Lazerson. 

But Lazerson also said that 
many of the people who will

But because SIU does not rely 
on research as heavily as the 
University of Ilinois, the retire- 
ments probably would not hurt 
the Edwardsville and Carbondale 
campuses as much, Brown said.

rate for Granite City was tied 
with East St. Louis. 

In October, Granite City’s 
unemployment rate was the 
highest in the area — 1.2 per- 
cent higher than East St. Louis, 
which had a rate of 14.2 percent 

Gerstenecker said that, when 
comparing East St. Louis and 
Granite City, it is important to 
consider that the rates are based 
on a strict U.S. Department of 
Labor definition of the workforce 
and that, under that definition, 
not all jobless persons are unem 
ployed. 

‘It is an involved definition 
but, to put it into layman’s 
terms, it says that a person 
must be able to work, available 
to work and actively seeking 
employment in order to be

Gerstenecker said the rise in 
the Metro East rate is due to the 
nal downturn in the 
construction industry, involving 
about 250 jobs, and scattered 
layoffs in manufacturing.

State workers 
grab at early 
retirement 


Psychologists, nurses and high- 
way engineers are among local 
state government employees 
grabbing the brass ring of early 
retirement. 

Retirement of about 40 engi- 
neers at the Illinois Department 
of Transportation’s District 8 
office in Collinsville will mean a 
slowdown in some services. The 
retirements represent about 15 
percent of the office’s profession 
al and technical staff. 

“We expect to deliver the nor- 
mal construction and mainte 
nance program, but in some oth- 
er activities, we may be a little 


slower,"’ District Engineer Dale 
Klohr said. 
Only 10 of the 40 vacancies 


will be filled, Klohr said. 
Statewide, the Mental Health, 
Transportation and Corrections 
departments top the list in the 
number of workers who met a 


Dec. 1 deadline to take early 
retirement 

There were 992 mental health 
employees, 831 in transportation 


and 465 in corrections who exer 
cised their options. 

They were among a total of 
4,950 ‘state employees who met 
the application deadline and 
have until the end of the month 
take retirement.

The one-time early retirement 
program allows state workers 
who are at least 50 years old or 
have 30 years of service to buy 
an additional five years service 
and five years of retirement 
credits at a lower employee con- 
tribution rate. 

Jim 
Edgar have said they hope the 
program will save at least $50 
million a year through unfilled 
vacancies or hiring of lower-paid 
employees. 

Michael Mory, executive direc- 
tor of the State Employees 
Retirement System, estimated at 
least 4,500 of the 4,950 meeting 
the deadline would take early 
retirement, about 300 more than 
Edgar's office projected for the 
$50 million savings. 

Sen, Sam Vadalabene, D-Ed- 
wardsville, has prepared a bill 
for next spring's legislative ses- 
sion that would extend the pro- 
gram next year to state universi- 
ty employees.

Opposes paying for defense of Japan, Europe 


At a House Budget Committee 
Task Force hearing Dec. 5, U.S. 
Rep. Richard J. Durbin, 
D-Springfield, said, ‘‘The federal 
budget deficit and serious eco- 
nomic challenges we face at 
home ‘no longer permit us to 
subsidize the defense of Japan 
and Western Europe as we have 
since World War II.”" 

Durbin, chairman of the House 
Budget Committee Task Force 
on Defense, Foreign Policy and 
Space, chaired the hearing on 
funding implications of the Unit- 
ed States’ worldwide presence 
and the need to re-examine 
defense burden-sharing and 
increase cooperation with Asian 
allies. 

“If it is not in the best interest 
of the United States to encour- 
age the growth of Japan’s mili- 
tary, it is reasonable to at least 
ask Japan to pay for the costs of 
U.S. defense,”’ Durbin said. 

“ \pproximately 60 percent of 
our defense budget is nt pro- 
tecting our allies, who often 
have the resources to pay more, 
if not all, of the costs of defend- 
ing themselves. 

“Japan, Europe and South 
Korea are our direct economic 
competitors and all but South 
Korea have per-capita incomes 
about equal to ours. 

“Every U.S. taxpayer pays $5 
in taxes for defense for every $1

paid by the Japanese. 

“The difference is being 
invested by the Japanese in 
building their economy and their 
trade advantage over the U.S. 
and the rest of the world.’’ 

Durbin added that 66 percent 
of the U.S. trade deficit is with 
Japan. 

In addition, Durbin pointed out 
that the Bush Administration — 
like the Reagan Administration 
before it — has taken a hard 

ition on closing domestic mil- 
itary bases. ‘It’s time to apply 
the same tough, realistic. stan- 
dards to our expensive bases 
overseas,” he said. 

Durbin explained that the 
administration said it plans to 
close or ‘return’ to foreign jov- 
ernments 15 foreign installations 
worldwide. However, he said, 
nine of these are minor facilities 
with less than 1,000 personnel — 
and some have less than 50 per- 
sonnel, None of the six remain- 
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ing facilities are major installa- 
tions. 

“After hearing from a variety 
of experts at my hearing today, 
it has become abundantly clear 
that we need to increase the lev- 
el of host-nation support for U.S. 
troops in Japan and other Asian 
nations and encourage the adop- 
tion of fair trade practices,” 
Durbin said 


“We can maintain our impor- 
tant alliances overseas. But our 
allies must realize the days of 
Uncle Sam footing the bill are 
over."” 

The witnesses at the hearing 
included Kevin L. Kearns, 
national security and foreign pol- 
icy fellow, Economic Strategy 
Institute; Ted Carpenter, direc- 
tor of Foreign Policy Studies, 
CATO Institute; and Max B.

‘A person who is stopped on a 
potential (DUI can take a breath 
alyzer test or refuse, but two 
separate court proceedings begin 
at that point: a petition for stat- 
utory summary suspension of 
the person's driving license and 
the criminal proceeding for the 
DUI, Haida said. 

The person’s license remains 
suspended while the petition is 
being processed, said Associate 
Judge Ellen Dauber, who has 
been involved with the DUI 
docket for about a year. 

The docket involves motions 
and decisions about DUI cases, 
and whether the cases go to tri- 
al, Dauber said. 

*‘What shocks me is the*cases 
of drunk drivers who are really 
young,’’ Dauber said. ‘And it 
did shock me at first to see any- 
one come in for their second 
time."’ 

Dauber said the person 
accused of a DUI is sometimes 
frightened by having to appear 
in the courtroom, and other 
times the person doesn’t appear 
frightened at all. 

“It is a serious offense, and I 
try my best to make them see it 
is,’ she said. 

Dauber said that some days 
there are 45 people who appear 
in her courtroom on DUI charg- 
es, and other days there may be 
only two people. 

Haida said there is a list of 
possible sentences for a person 
convicted of a DUI, with a maxi- 
mum penalty of 364 days in the 
county jail and a $1,000 fine 

Tom was convicted of a Class 
3 felony, reckless homicide, and 
the family of the victim attended 
the sentencing. 


“They're not from this county, 
and I didn’t talk to them,’’ Tom 
said. ‘‘What could I say to 
them? 

“T can't justify what I did,” 
Tom said. ‘“‘There’s not a da 
that goes by that I don't thi 
about what happened."’ 


Tom said he thinks police hesi- 
tate to give DUI tickets, but Hai- 
da said the police are aware of 
the Problems 

“All police agencies are acute- 
ly aware of the traffic accidents 
involving drinking and driving,” 
Haida said. ‘‘I don’t think 
they're letting people go.”

Former Madison County 
state’s attorney Don Weber said 
he will fight for the right to 
speak out on issues as he seeks 
a seat on the Illinois Supreme 
Court. 

Weber, 43, of rural Edwards- 
ville, held a news conference 


. Thursday to announce his bid for 


the Republican nomination for 
the high court in the March 17 
primary election. 

He said he will ask a federal 
court to overturn an Illinois 
Supreme Court rule that prohib- 
its a judicial candidate from 
“announcing his views on disput- 
ed legal or political issues.” 

Weber said the rule is ‘‘abso- 
lutely unconstitutional and an 
impediment to a fair election.” 
It violates not only his right to 
speak freely, but the right of 
voters to know what he thinks. 

“If we don’t have free political 
speech, we don’t have any free 
speech at all,"’ Weber said. He 
said he would invite other candi- 
dates to join in the lawsuit. 

Weber is seeking the 5th Judi- 
cial District seat held by Horace 
Calvo of Glen Carbon until his 
death earlier this year. Joseph 
Cunningham of Fai: Heights 
has been temporarily appointed 
to the bench. 

The 5th District includes Madi- 
son, St. Clair and 35 other South- 
ern Illinois counties. 

Weber served as state’s attor- 
ney from 1980 to 1984 and was 
the only Republican elected to 
countywide office during the 
1980s. He served as an assistant 
state's attorney both before and 
after holding the top post. He 
now has a private law practice 
in Collinsville. 

Weber said he plans a “high 
road’’ campaign that will not 
include attacks on his opponents 
He said he does not believe the

The compromise, announced 
by"Gov. im Edgar on Nov. 25, 
was praised by Indian leaders 
and endorsed by residents of the 
Lewistown area where the 
museum is located. 

An exhibit with 234 Indian 
skeletons will be cl 
land later *‘entombed’ 
al°mound, Edgar announced 
‘The compromise includes a $4 
million expansion of the museum 
that: would need funding approv- 
ial'of the Legislature. 

Edgar said he had come to 
appreciate American Indian con- 
cerns about public display of 
skeletons ‘‘maybe being disre- 
spectful."’ 

‘American Indian groups had 
lobbied and demonstrated for the 
reburial of the remains, but 
Lewistown residents had fought 
to keep the display open, argu- 
ing it was a major local tourist 
attraction, 

The compromise negotiated by 


Edgar's office includes a major 


renovation and expansion of the 
Dj¢dkson Mounds Museum that 
the governor said will ‘“‘do a 
much better job of educating 
that an advanced civilization 
existed here in [lino long 
before Columbus came to the 
New World.”” 

Edgar said the renovation 
would be similar to the museum 


at Cahokia Mounds in Madison 
County, 

Although Edgar immediately 
authorized $275,000 in planning 
money for the Dickson Mounds 
expansion, a $4 million construc- 
tion budget will have to be 
approved by lawmakers next 
year. 

Michael Haney, of the United 
Indian’ Natio of Oklahoma, 
praised Edgar for ‘‘political 
courage’’ in agreeing to remove 
the remains at Dickson Mounds 
from public view and to rebury 
them. He called for a “healing 
process” with those who had 
opposed the action. 

Haney also recognized the 
efforts of other American Indian 
activists, including Kathy Baird 
of rural Dow, who attended 
Edgar's news conference. Baird 
declined to comment. on the 
compromise. 

Haney said he hoped Indian 
leaders would be consulted on 
the reburial and the work would 
“not just (be) awarded to the 
lowest bidder."’ 





Edgar declined to discuss oth- 
er issues raised by Indians, 
including objections to state and 
university scientists continuing 
to hold large collections of 
remains for study. 


Haney also said he and other 
activists will continue to object 
to American Indian mascots, 
including Chief Illiniwek of the 
University of Illinois.

KMOV-TV (Channel 4) is par- 
ticularly interested in the Arbi- 
tron system because, according 
to a station spokesman, the elec- 
tronic diary shows Channel 4 
with the best news ratings it has 
had for years, “breathing down 
the neck” of long-time leader 
KSDK-TV (Channel 5) in ratings 
for the 10 p.m. news. 

There are some discrepancies 
between the two systems. For 
instance, both services showed 
Channel 5 winning at 10 p.m. for 
the rating period from Oct. 30 to 
Nov. 26. Nielsen said Channel 5 
had an .overall rating of 20 to 
Channel 4’s 17. 

But Arbitron reports that 
Channel 4 had a rating of 20 to 
Channel 5's 21. (Rating equals 
percent of homes in the market 


tuned to a particular program.) 

That’s a fairly significant dif- 
ference of approximately 30,000 
homes in Channel 4’s rated audi- 
ence 

KTVIL-TV (Channel 2) ran third 
with either system. The 10 p.m. 
newscast had a 9 rating by Niel- 
sen and an 8 by Arbitron. 

You probably don’t much care 
about statistical differences. But 
advertisers do. And. viewers, 
who ultimately determine what 
programming succeeds and what 
fails, are eventually affected by 
statistics. 

Ratings, though, have very lit- 
tle to do with the merits of pro- 
gramming.

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Benefits available for those over SSI limits

Older people and disabled peo- 
ple who have little income may 
still qualify for monthly benefits 
under the Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI) program even if 
their resources or assets are 
over the SSI limits. 

The rule permits some people 
to qualify immediately for help 
from SSI provided they agree. to 
sell their assets within a speci- 
fied time. 

Under the SSI rules, single 
people may have resources 
worth up to $2,000 without affect- 
ing SSI eligibility. Couples may 
have up to $3,000. A resource is 
property, like bank accounts, 
money, stocks, bonds and real 
estate, that can be turned into 
cash. Some assets don’t count 
against the SSI resource limits. 
Excluded assets include the 
home an SSI applicant lives in— 
regardless of its value. Other 
excluded assets might include, 
with some restrictions and lim- 
its, personal effects and house- 
hoid goods, a car, life insurance 
policies and burial funds and 
Spaces. 

An elderly or disabled person 
could own something that dis- 
qualifies him from getting SSI 
but might have trouble convert- 
ing that resource into cash. For 
example, an older person might 
move out of his home to a nurs- 
ing home or to live with a rela- 
tive or friend. When they move 


out of the home it becomes a 
resource that counts for SSI pur- 
poses. People in that situation 
sometimes wait months to find a 
buyer for their real estate. While 
they’re waiting they can’t quali- 
fy for SSI, under the regular 
rules, because of the value of 
their property. 

However, if an SSI applicant is 
over the resource limit but 
agrees to sell the excess resourc- 
es within a specified time, SSI 
can help them while they are 
waiting for the sale to take 
place. The time limit is nine 
months for real property (for 
example, the house an SSI appli- 
cant used to live in). The only 
drawback to this arrangement is 
that the special SSI payments 
received pending the sale of 
excess resources have to be 

repaid out of the proceeds of the

Q. What will be the new Medi- 
care deductibles for 1992? I 
know they go up every year but 
I haven't heard the bad news 
yet. 

A. The Medicare Hospital 


, Deductible (Part A) for 1992 is 
" $652: Medicare patients, or their 


other insurance, will have to pay 
the first $652 of their bill for 
each’ hospital admission in 1992 
unless the admission is less than 
60 days since their most recent 
stay in a Medicare facility. The 
Part A deductible for 1991 is 
$628. 

There is a little good news. 


The Medicare Medical (Part B) 
deductible is not increasing. It 
will remain $100 in 1992, That 
means Medicare will pay 80 per- 
cent of approved charges after 
the first $100 per year of 
approved charges for Part B 
covered services. Part B helps 
pay for doctor's bills, durable 
medical equipment and other 
out-patient medical costs. 

Q. I haven't decided whether FE 
should take my Social Security 
at age 65 or wait until I’m 70. 
Won't my benefit be maximized 
if I wait until age 70 to draw? 

A. Yes. But don’t make a deci- 
sion until you hear the rest of 
the story. You could intreasé 
your monthly Social Security: 


benefit by starting your checks~ 


at age 70 instead of 65. You'd get 
a Delayed Retirement Credit 
(DRC), permanently increasing: 
your future Social Security bene= 
fit, for each month you're at 
least 65 but don’t get a check? 
The only: problem is that DRCs 
are very small. People turning 
age 65 in 1992 get a DRC equal 

ird of 1 percent for 
every month benefits are 
delayed past age 65. For exam= 
ple, this adds up to an increase 
of 4 percent for people who wait 
until age 66 to start their bene- 
fits, 

You can earn DRCs until age 
70. If you wait that long, you'll 
get a 20 percent higher check: 
That sounds like a good deal 
until you remember you must 
give up five years of benefits to 
get that-20 percent increase. 


_|Preprinted contracts can save money 


Dear Mr. Myers: I am plan- 
ning to remodel my home. You 
recently advised people like me 
that we should have our contrac- 
tor put his promises ‘‘in writ- 
ing,” but my attorney says it 
would cost about $500 for him to 
write up a contract. Are there 
any. preprinted contracts av. 

le? If so, where could I find 
them? Mr. B.J. 

Answer: Yes, preprinted con- 
tracts for standard contractin; 
jobs are available. You shoul 
e able to find them at your 
local stationery store or busi- 
ness-supply outlet. They usually 
cost between $2 and $5, a lot less 
money than a lawyer would 
charge for writing a contract 
from scratch. 

If you buy a preprinted con- 
tract; you may want to attach 
your own typewritten addendum 
that spells out the specifics of 
the job. Have the contractor sign 
and date both the contract and 
the addendum to protect yourself 
in case a dispute eventually aris- 
es. And if your remodeling job 
will cost more than $2,000 or 
$3,000, you might want your law- 
yer to review it. The $50 or $100 
that most attorneys charge for 
looking over a simple contract is 
money well spent if it prevents a 
court battle later. 


Dear Mr. Myers: You recently 
wrote that people who live in a 
condominium can't deduct their 
monthly homeowners’ associa- 
tion dues. That’s true. But as a 
condo owner, this IRS rule by 

me because I’m just as legally 
responsible for paying my $105 


monthly dues as I am for paying 
my mortgage. Why won't the 
IRS let me take deductions for 
that fee? Mr. R.L. 

Answer: On its surface, the 
fact that you can’t deduct your 
monthly payment to your home- 
owners’ association seems 
unfair. But after talking to sev- 
eral real-estate accounting 
experts and the Internal Reve- 
nue Service, I can understand 
why you aren't allowed to write 
those dues off. 

If you lived in a house with a 
pool, you wouldn’t be able to 
deduct the cost of hiring some- 
one to keep it clean. You 
couldn't deduct the cost of hiring 
a gardener to keep your lawn 
trimmed or a maintenance per- 
son to keep the plumbing work- 
ing correctly. 

Since the bulk of your monthly 
dues probably is spent on these 
or similar jobs, the IRS figures 
that it would be unfair to let 
condo owners deduct their 
monthly homeowners’ associa- 
tion fees while it disallows simi- 
lar write-offs for people who own 
a home. 


Dear Mr. Myers: I once read 
that a borrower who takes out a 
$100,000 mortgage at 10 percent 
will pay more than $200,000 in 
interest over the life of the loan. 
I can accept the fact that the 
lender I've chosen to finance my 
new house is going to get rich 
off me. But considering all the 
money that the bank will make, 
how come I'm getting stuck even 
further by being charged almost 
$3,000 in up-front loan fees? This 
rip-off has left me wondering 


how the ‘‘banking crisis’’ we 
keep reading about could possi- 
bly be real. Ms. C. 

Answer: Whether you're get- 
ting “‘ripped-off" is a matter of 
debate. You, understandably, 
feel that paying back two or 
three times the amount of mon- 
ey you originally borrowed 
should be compensation enough 
for the bank that gives you the 
loan. On the other hand, the 
lender stands to lose money if it 
approves the loan at the going 
rate of about 9 percent and then 
rates eventually rise back up to, 
say, 13 or-14 percent. 

It’s important to remember 
that a lending institution also 
has to spend lots of time and 
money when it’s processing your 
loan, even though your payments 
won't start rolling in for weeks 
or even months. The lender has 
to pay your loan officer, the 
clerk who types up your applica- 
tion, and all of the other unseen 
people who are involved in the 
process—not to mention the rent, 
property taxes, utilities and oth 
er overhead expenses it incurs in 
the course of conducting its daily 
business. 

Yes, the banking crisis is 
real—but more than three- 
quarters of all lending institu- 
tions are still good findncial
